DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese 
document 8-248284. 

In Fig. 1 the Japanese document shows an apparatus for driving a lens in a camera 
including a lens module 3; a lead screw 9a; a power transferring member 7 with a tooth shaped 
part 7c (shown in Fig. 2); and a mounting unit 6 that is adapted to movably receive the power 
transferring member 7. Mounting part 6 has a through groove 5a and a slit groove 5b have a 
narrow part and a wide part. The reference shows all claimed structure. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese 
document 5-341 169. 

In Figs. 5, 6 and 7, the Japanese document shows a lens 4a in a camera with a lens 
module 4 that includes a mounting unit 22; a lead screw on the motor shaft 8; and a power 
transferring member 1 1 having a tooth shaped part engaging the lead screw. The mounting part 
22 movably receives the power transferring member 1 1 . The mounting part 22 has a through 
groove and a sUt groove having a wide part and a narrow part. The grooves are on the axis 12f 
as shown in Fig. 6. The reference shows all claimed structure.
